BEECHER’S STATEMENT. 
Special Diapatch to The Chicaae Tribune, 
WAS IT PUBLISHED ENTIRE? 
Rew York, Aug. 23.—Sitting on the steps of 
Rossiter W. Raymond's house, in conversation 
with Mr. Beecher, while the reporters were copy- 
ing his statement, a journalist made the remark 
to him that he could not understand how he had 
aliowed himselt to be surrounded by such friends. 
Beecher, thinking that reference was had to 
Moulcon, Tilton, and Bowen, answered that he 


had not sought them, but they had imposed 
themselves upon him. The journalist tried to 
explain that he alinded more particularly 
to Thomas G. Shearman, his lawyer, Ray- 
mond, and others of his constant friends, 
but a member of the Committee, com- 
ing up, : interrupted the ‘conversation. 
It appears the inquiry was suggested to the 
journalist by the 
EXTRAORDINARY CONDUCT OF RAYMOND, HILL, 
TRACY, AND SHEARMAN, 
in giving out Beecher’s statement. The state- 
ment and letters made 150 pages of manuscript ; 
but, instead of allowing the eopyist to copy from 
this manuscript, the lawyers losisted on reading 
it to the stenogravhers, 
notes to the copyist.

THE INVESTIGATING COMMITTEE. 
ALLEGED SYNOPSIS OF ITS REPORT. 


New Yorx, Aug. 23.—The Herald gives the 


following a8 a synopsis of the forthcoming re-: 


port of the Plymouth Church Investigating 
Committee. The report is a somewhat lengthy 
document, given as it were in two parts; ones 
mere report of the evidence, and the otber giving 
the conclusions of the Committee. Of course 
these all are in favor of Mr. Beecher. 

THE STATEMENT OF THEODORE TILTON 


is first taken up, and gone over piecemeal, and 


each main allegation set plainly forth without 
verbiage, the principal prominence being given 
of course to the alleged “ criminal commerce” 
between Mr. Beecher and Tilton's wife. This is 
compared with statements made in the cross- 
examination and the tergiversation there used.

HIS SERMON AT THE TWIN-MOUNTAIN HOUSE. 

New York, Aug. peciais from the White 
Mountains say that guests at the hotels 
there and the. surrounding country have been 
looking forward with eager anticipation for days 
to Mr.’ Beecher’s Suvoday talk. Mr. Beech- 
er is reported as appearing to feel 
bis usual hearty cheerfulness, but 
some note in him that which suggsts 
the thought that his cheerfulness is now as- 
sumed, aud that the brooding which has been 
long and deep, over his troubles, has worn him 
much. To the Twin-Mountain House, from s 
radius of 25 miles, flocked in the country 
folks and boarders at the farm houses 
from various parts of the country.

in the speaker. Mr. Beecher madea brief prayer, 
in which he asked that Divine grace might shine 
upon the worshiping throng away up there in 
the White Mountains. ‘Then he gave out the 
bymn from the Plymouth Church Collection. 

r. Beecher again prayed. His words were 
significant. He implored that the days of sor- 
row, oppression,and deep gloom might pass away, 
and that the days of peace, rest, and joy might 
come. That the speaker was profoundly earnest 
iv these words was very evident. The text he 
spoke from was as siguificant as the 
prayer. .He said: “The words of my 
text may be found in the 19th verse, 
second chapter of Il. Timathy: ‘ Nevertheless, 
the foundation of God standeth sure ; having 
the seal, the Lord knoweth them that are his.” 
The context: *‘ Who coneerning the truth have 
erred, saying that the resurrection is passed 
already, and overtbrow the faith of some; never- 
theless the foundation of God standeth sure; 
having this seal, the Lord knoweth that we are 
bis.”

It is persifiage in which Mr. Beecher speaks,— 
cunning. He draws commonplace drawings. 
He is always in allo relievo. Thereis art. cheap 
art, in what he has to say,—art withont beart, 
art without candor, art without manhood. 

What a thing is this High Priest, the shuttle- 
cock between Bowen, Moulton, and Tilton. He 
followed the profession of telling us how to 
live, so that, when our summons comes to die, 
we shall not walk, like the galley-slave, to the 
whip; and then he shows us straightway the 
gailey-slave. 

He is nota bold man. He is not a direct man. 
He submits to the mere butt of a pistol. He 
mortgages his wife's home to pay a mysterious 
sum of mopey. He walks this earth like a 
shadow, not like aman. And yet he deals in 
the Gospel of that God who said: “Let your 
conversation be ‘ Yea’ and ‘ Nay.’” 

Why all this concealment? Are these young 
men, in whose company he spent mapy years, 
suddenly become merchants in the reputation of 
Mr. Beecher? Is hesorich that he is ma:ket- 
able with such pawnbrokers ? 

None of these theories will stand. There must 
have come, like the raven over the poet's bust, 
the bird called Guilt. 

| | NOTHING BUT GUILT 

has made this desolation. Noching less will ac- 
count forit. Blackmail is a trifle in this action. 
That which desolates the house, makes the wife 
a wretch io the husband's sight, makes the hus- 
baad a horror to himself, makes perpetual out- 
break and wrangle in the sight of the children. 
makes friends rush into the vortex with compro- 
mises, makes ‘‘covenante” and go-betweens, 
absence and agony,—that can be nothing short of 
Guilt. 

On this theory everything is explainable. On 
no other theory 1s anything consecutive or log- 
ical. And comparison of character in the mat- 
ter is of po avail; for Beecher’s character is 
merely supposititious, while Tilton’sis equally the 
construction of outsiders. Tilton has never out- 
raged his own self-estimatior as Mr. Beecher 
bas. Methinks the lady doth protest too much. 

TILTON— 
the unworldly man of the world—said to me, 
speaking together candidly.as two yonng men, 
he aggrieved and I sympathetic : 

‘*I hope you will never be placed in my 
position, the target for everybody, a mere foot- 
ball of publicity, aud forced to lean upon your- 
self solely, yet full of things veither politic nor 
just to tell. How came you to take any interest 
in me ?” 

‘‘ Because you are # curiosity, partly,” said I. 
**T wanted to look in at yourwindows: Besides, 
I am in favor of nothing, however big, which is 
pushing the little man to the wall. If this isa 
piece of deceit on your part, you will only be in- 
juring the right man another time.

(Note from the correspondent: Mr. Turnbull, 
an intimate friend of Commodore Vauderbilt 
told me at Saratoga that, when Woodaull and 
Clafin were in Ladlow Street Jail, Mrs. Eliza- 
beth Tilton in person applied to Commodore 
Vandervilt to give them release and come to 
their aid. Query: Did Beecher or did Tilton 
send her, both men knowing the women? Re- 
member Mr. Tilton says his wife hated these 
women and would not have them in the house! 
Could he, therefore, have made her go to Van- 
derbilt for them? Was he as likely as Beecher 
to know Vanderbilt? Did Beecher or Tiltoa 
have most solicitude. to close those womeu’s 
mouths?)

BEECHER’S ALLEGED CONFESSION 
TO HIS FRIENDS. 
From the New York Graphie, Aua, 9, 

A gentleman arrived in this city last evening 
who has been summoned by one of the counsel 
in the coming legal suit of Mr. Tilton against 
Mr. Beecher, in order to acquaint the lawyer 
with his knowledge of the facts im the case. 
This gentleman is a member of a prominent 
busipess firm in another city. He has held inti- 
mate relations with the principals to the unhappy 
controversy for many vears, and is thoroughly 
conversant with the real facts and the secret 
of the scandal. He is one of the three impor- 
tant witnesses in the case, and his testimony wilt 
be most conclusive when presented before a 
court of record. This gentleman,—whose name 
is withheld from the public for prudential rea- 
sops,—io conversation with a representative of 
the Daily Graphic to-day, stated that he knew it 
to be a fact that Henry Ward Beecher had con- 
fessed the truth of the allegations against 
him both to his lawyers and to certaiu members 
of the Committee ; that he was impelied to make 
this confession by the publication of the cor- 
respondence between Mr. Frank Moulton and 
himself, and by a conviction that Mr. Moulton 
was about to make known to the Committee the 
facts io his possession. He also said that this 
detailed statement by Mr. Moulton was withheld 
with the express understanding that Mr. Beech- 
er would publicly coufess what he had privately 
acknowledged to his lawyers and the Committee. 
He had read the articie in the ly Graphic 
several days ago with regard to Mr. Beecher’s 
confession, and the incidents as related were 
true. On or about Thursday, Ang. 6, he said 
Mr. Beecher summoned certain members of the 
Committee and Messrs. Tracy aod Shearman 
to bis bouse, and then afd there confessed 
his intimacy with Mrs. Tilton. He felt 
that concealment was no longer ible, and had 
deciaed tuat the only course left bim to pursue 
was to make a frank ackvowledgment to the pub- 
lic. His friends were astounded and alarmed. 
Until then they bad really believed their pastor 
innocent. They consulted and decided that pub- 
licity would be fatal to Mr. Beecher’s repu' ation 
avda reproach to Plymouth Church, and im- 
plored him to forego bis intention at least for a 
time, aud trust to them to vindicate bim iv the 
eyes of the public. But Mr. Beecher was de- 
cided. The facts would be made known by Mr. 
Moulton, and if not they would transpire when 
the case was taken to court by Mr. Tilton. It 
would be wuch better, Mr, Beecher argued, for 
him that he snoald bave the credit of the con- 
fessioo. Uitimatelv, said the gentleman, his 
friends were convinced that perhaps this was the 
best course. 

In order to gain time, however, it was neces- 
sary thatthe presentment of Mr. Moulton’s 
statement be delayed or prevented, and that Mr.

Sermen by the Rev. H. W. Thomas. 

The Rev. Dr. Thomas, pastor of the First 
Methodist Church, preached to a larze congre- 
gation yesterday morning. His text was: 
ae shall not live by bread alone.—<St, Matthew, 

He said the pect! iar nature given to each par- 
ticular thing in life determined the sphere in 
which it should live. Fishes had fins and gills, 
—evidence that they were to live in the water ; 
birds had wiugs,—proof that they were to exist 
in the air. lt was probable that there was a 
range of life above man, a* it was certain that 
there was-a realm of life below him,—a realm of 
life which seemed to be limited to physical con- 
ditions; the life of a tree, for instance, which 
was to be stationary in the ground. The life of 
the animal seemed to ultimate in simple physical 
living.—eatiog, drinking, anddying. The rea!m of 
life above mian was spiritual,—what was geserally 
called angelic life. From what be had said the 
thought wonpld be gathered that man seemed to 
occupy a peculiar point in the scale of being,— 
to be related to the material, or that which was 
below him, and also, in his nature, to that which 
was above him. From this dual or double na- 
ture could be seen the significance of the Sav- 
ior’s teach ng in the text. Christ recognized 
what might be called the “ bread-life,” but he 
emphasized the fact that man should not live by 
bread alone, pointing directly tothe higher life 
he should live ‘**by every word that proceedeth 
from the mouth of God.” 

It would seem that the burden of life had 
been to solve the question, ‘‘ What shail we eat 
and driak, and wherewithal shall we be clothed?” 
The thought of man had been largely occupied 
in its solution, and it looked as if we were hired

Fifthly, there 1s a general uprising of the peo- 
ple against oid party organization. This will 
exert a powerful influence in promoting the anti- 
railroad war. Foritis natural that, at such a 
time of political disintegration, vovers should 
cluster around a strong, aggressive organization 
which proclaims itself to be pre-eminently the 
representative of the people. The Farmers’ 
party maybe expected to grow in strength. 
Even if ita name is swallowed up io that of some 
more comprehensive party, its aims will not be. 
It will form such an important portion of that 
party that its influence will be felt. 

Finally, while the union of the farmers gives 
them strength, the capital of the roads partially 
atones for their lack of union. The money- 
power is a tremendous one. Money will create 
influence, and will, if the worst comes to the 
worst, buy up the Legislatures of a dozen States. 
The parties are both very strong, then. The 
struggle between them will bea bitter one. If 
one law is overruled in the courts of last resort, 
another will be passed. There will be constant 
strife until the great mass of the people are 
thoroughly convineed, one way or the other. The 
final decision of such a long and earnest contest 
is apt to be an ‘extreme one. In this 
case, it seems likely that the railroads will 
eventually be either entirely freed from or en- 
tirely subjected to legislative control. Their 
managers may convince the people that self-in- 
terest will keep their charges at the proper point 
or they may see the People, angered by long 
quarreling, assume entire possession of the 
roada, and run them on their own account. Itis 
for these reasons tbat we believe that the rail- 
road war has just begun, and that, no matter 
which party is in the right, the decision is afar 
off. 


MOULTON’S ADDITIONAL DISCLOSURES. 

The statement of Moultoa published in luz 
Trisune of Saturday was in no sense a reply to 
Beecher’s statement, for the reason that it was 
prepared several weeks previously to be laid be- 
fore the Committee, and then withheld at the 
last moment in the hope of peace.

One Negro Killed and Mauy Persons 
| Badly Demoralized. 

LOUISVILLE, Aug. 23.—The Courier-Journal 

has the foilowing special! telegrams: 

HaRgrorp, Ky., Aug: 23.—I am just in from 
| Laneaster. Two hundred State militia arrived 
here at 5:30 this morning, and camped on the 

Public Square. The negroes all scattered last 

night, and the whites disbanded. All is quiet. 
_Awhite man named Ward. who was im the Sell- 
e:s’ House with the negroes, was shot. 
Only one negro was killed. There were 
| eighteen of them in the bouse that was burned, 
and ali would have been killed but for the fact 
that the United States troops protected them, 
and they escaved under cover of Federal guns. 

A white man named Foley, of Crab Orchard, 
bel onging to the Kennedy party, was killed yes- 
| terday. Only one house was burned. Sellers’ 
| house wouid not have been burned if the negroes 
| had not fortified themselves therein, Sellers 
himself was not in the house, but was said to be 
in the camp of the United States soldiers. 
There is no immediate danger of further trou- 
ble. , 
The blacks are greatly demoralized. The 
wounded are doing well. Dr. Burdett is doing 
weil; also Mr. Yeaking and child, ail of whom 
were wounded, as before stated. Nearly a!) the 
citizeus left town for the country but many will 
return to-day and to-morrow.

SECOND DISPATCH. 

Dawvitux, Ky., Aug. 23.—From a gentleman 
who went to Lancaster yesterday and returved 
to-day, I get the following account of last night's 
proceedings: At about 7 o'clock, a party of 
white men had the negroes surrounded in Sellers’ 
house, sith the intention of capturing or kiiling 
them. The United States soidiers who have 
been stationed at Lancaster then came up to 
town, and, at the request of the Toawn-Marshal, 
Miller and the Commander had a_ con- 
ference with the leader of the’ whites and 
also with Sellers, at the conclusion of which 
it was agreed that ifthe negroes would come 
out and surrender no violeuce would be done 
them, and they would be protected by the troops. 
The Captain of the troops then marched his men 
in front of Sellers’ premises, waving his white 
bandkerchief asa flag of truce. The negroes, 
it may be, not understanding this demonstration, 
fired on the soidiers notwithstanding the flag of 
truce, when the soldiers broke and ran to 
the Public Square, and then fired a volley 
‘which seemed directed rather toward a body of 
white men than toward the negroes who had 
fired on them. At this time Foley (William’ 
Kennedy’s argeroayee wes killed. It is not 
charged that the soldiers killed Foley, but it is 
not knowo at this time how he received bis 
death-wound. In @ few minuter, Sellers’ house 
was set on firé by means of fire-balls. Nothing 
is known of Sellers’ whereabouts or participation 
in these proceedings. Neither was E. B. Ken- 
nedy known to have taken any active part.

the worker possesses—which they rarely do—a 
knowledge of drawing, and proper appreciation 
of form, this is not easily remedied. 
quently, patterns bave. to be redrawn, from 
time to timp, by some competent designer; and 
this can only be done at large mauufactories. as 
the expense attending it is too great for the 
slender purse of a private lace-maker. 

Another obstacie presenis itself in this 
matter, from the fact that successful designing 
can only be accomplished in conjunction with 
the actual manufacture. While any artist 
can draw ‘effective and pleasing patterns, they 
would probably be entirely imuracticable. The 
designer must have a knowledge of the canabili- 
ties of the material; also, questions of cost may 
not be lost sight of in preparing these designs. 
Then, too, oft lace-makers are very jealous of 
any interference with the original patterns ; mapy 
of whiéh have been handed down through sev-

feeling with these classes tbat any alte ation is 
not desirable. 
e“[bere are some curious names given to 
these old patterns, often furnished with no 
apparent reference to the object desigriated. 
be “turkev-tail” is a well-known  border- 
sprig, which depends on the imagivation to dis- 
cover a resemblance to the spread’ plumage of 
the bird from which it takes its name. In edges, 
various fruits and flowers are supposed to be 
represented,—as the apple, pear, vio'et rose. 
etc.,—while flys heels, flies, eyes, and pames of 
celebrity swell the list—as Marchiquess of bsiigo 
edge, Marchioness of Douro edge, etc. 

Honiton lace, as now kuown, is divided into 
two kinds—‘* Point” and “Applique.” The 
term * point” was originally applied to lace that 
was made with the needle; now it is given to 
that lace the separa‘e twigs or borders of which 
are connected by threads called *“‘sporns.” The 
* Applique ” is distinguished from the “‘ Point” 
in that these sprigs or borders are fastened on 
machine-made net, the sprigs being mace on the 
pillow. 

These pillows, or cushions, are’ circular in 
form, and madeof canvas, stuffed with chopped 
straw. They cost, in the lace districts,—where 
their manufacture affords 4 separate branch of 
industry,—tbree English shillings each. 

In these same districts lace schools are estab- 
lished, where children are early instructed in 
this useful art, whichis not only patronized by 
women and girls, but by men and boys as well, 
who ply the bobbins during tbeir leisure bourse. 
Large dealers send out collectors, who go about 
from house to house buying up these bits of 
work, small sprigs of which are made in endless 
quantities aud sold by the dozen, when they are 
sewed together to obtain the required lengths. 
Connoisseurs in lace can readily detect the “ Old 
Devonshire” by noting the want of regularity in 
the net-grounding as compared with the net 
made by machinery.

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Perfumery. 
From Harper's for September. 
There is a paper on “‘The Art of Perfumery, 
from which we take the following: 

“The inveotion of this process (distillation) 
is ascribed to Avicenna, an Arabian doctor, who 
flourished in the tenthcentury. Previous to his 
time resins, spices, and oils or ointments, scent- 
ed by contact with fragrant substances, were 
the chief, if not the only, forms of perfume 
known. To him, it is said, belongs the honor 
of first separating the aromas of plants and 
flowers in such a manner that they could be 
readily applied where greasy unguevts and 
smoking incense were alike unavailable. 

“To the invention of Avicenna we are in- 
debted for the most durable elements of modern 
perfumery; but our: most fragract and delicate 
odors are produced by another process of much 
later discovery, which we will attempt to describe 
in the paragraphs that follow, 

‘The odors of all vegetable matters reside in 
a principle or constituent known as esseritial 
oil, or, more properly, otto. Each  in- 
dividual plant or flower contains a greater or less 
amount of this principle, the separation of which 
f:om the parent substance is the initial movement 
in all the most important of the perfumer’s opera- 
tions, As it exists in but small proportion, we 
have in it when isolated a remarkabie concen- 
tration of odor, and its stability when so sep- 
arated is so grea: that manv varieties can be 
kept for years unchanged. In the otto we not 
only possess the fragrance of the flower long 
after the season for blooming is past, but by its 
use can impart a favorite odor to a thousand 
bodies scentiess in tnemselves. 

**Ottos are all in the a form, are of an 
oily appearance, vary in color from light straw 
to dark red or brown, and possess, as be- 
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fore stated, the odor of the sub- 
stances from which they are  de- 
rived. The yield of this principle from various 


materials ranges from 6 per cent or more 
down to very minute quantities. Nutmegs, for 
instance, are very rich in; otto; lemon rinds 
contain it im such abundance that it can be profit- 
ably extracted by expreseion ; while roses yield 
so little that but three teaspoonfuls are obtained 
from a hundred pounds of the petule. - 

‘The well-known process of distillation is the 
method most frequently employed to procure 
these ottos. This process, as almost every one 
knows, consists essentially in vaporizing a 
liquid in a closed vessel, and conducting the 
vapor to a receiver, in which it is condensed by 
the application of cold water. When a given 
plant or Siwor is placed in the still with a prop- 
er proportion of water, and heat applied, its 
otto, being volatile, rises with the steam, and 
both being condensed together, they readily sep- 
arate on cooling. When applied to this purpose, 
the process is often condueted by passing steam 
through the material to be exhausted, instead of 
boiling it in the usual way. 

* The heat employed in distillation is neces- 
sarily injurious to the product, and to preserve 
the exquisite freshness and delicacy of the odors 
of the flowers another way of producing is nec- 
essary—namely, maceration or enjfleurage. 
‘Fatty bodies have a strong aflinity for all 
ottos, and at the same time exert little or no 
solvent power on the otber matters with which 
they are associated. Fiowers, aromatic or bal- 
sams infused in oil impart to it their character- 
istic odors, aod if this infusion be repeated a 
sufiicient number of times, a highly scented 
preparation is obtained, which exhibits a natu- 
ralness of fragrance not atiainable by distilla- 
tion. The operation of so impregnating grease 
with odors is conducted as follows; 

“ The flowers, separated from leaves or other 
extraneous matter, are placed in a suitable ves- 
sel, and covered with oil or liquified suet of lard. 
A gentle beat is then applied for a period rang- 
ing from twelve to forty-eight hours, at the end 
of which the fat is strained from them, and 
again digested with fresh ones, which operation 
is rep four or five times, or until sufticient 
perfume is imparted to the grease. This method 
of extraction is calied maceration, or, more 
properly, digestion, it being a warm process. 

** Where the aroma is very. delicate, it is neces- 
ang r~ ayoid heat ome w+ -— ® Variation af 
t oregoipg me is employed, whieh is 
known sw aan Ronen In this way of working, 
the fatty matter, when of solid y 
is in thin leavers on trays or ‘frames, 
and its surface covered with flowers, cup 
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main there for from twelve to seventy-two 
hours, are removed, and their place supplied by 
fresh ones, which are again renewed, as in 
maceration until sufficient odor is imparted to 
the grease. When oil is used, some coarse 
cloths saturated take the place of the lard or 
suet. ‘hese are treated precisely as before, and 
the oil recovered from them by powerful pres- 
sure. 

** The greases used in the foregoing processes 
must, of course, be as free from odur as possible. 
Benne and olive oils, wheo fresh, need no prepar- 
ation, bust lard and suet require thorough and re- 
peated wasbiogs with water to reuder them suili- 
ciently scentiess.”
